1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments filed 07/21/05 have been fully considered and are 

persuasive. The Examiner agrees with applicant's arguments that the combination of 
Kiely and Uemura would result in the laser chip being irradiated with ultraviolet rays 
prior to wire-bonding, not after as recited in independent claims 1 and 6. It would 
have been unobvious as to why one of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to 
irradiate the laser chip with UV rays after the wire-bonding because the reliability of ball 
bonding in the assembly of the combination has already improved.
